Co., in for its deficiency, but holds against 
what is known as the Leavenworth, Law­ 
rence and Galveston doctrine upon the 
quantity question holding that lands may 
be taken in indemnity ; limits in lieu of 
lands sold by the United States or pre­ 
empted within limits of the grant, whether 
such sales or preemptions occurred before 
the grant was made or a1 ter wards.
